This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 
Group I, claim(s) 1-9, drawn to an optical scanning device. 

Group II, claim(s) 10, drawn to a method for changing optical properties of a selected 
information layer in an information carrier. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: The special technical features of the first group are 
not the same nor do they correspond to those of the second group, since the special technical 
features of the first group (i.e. the specific means for generating a signal, the specific receiving 
means, the specific means for applying a potential difference, etc) are not recited in the second 
group and the method steps recited in the second group can be performed by using other 
elements besides those of the first group. . 

3. During a telephone conversation with Mr. Michael Belk on 9/1 1/2007 a provisional 
election was made with traverse to prosecute the invention of Group I, claims 1-9. Affirmation 
of this election must be made by applicant in replying to this Office action. Claim 10 is 
withdrawn firom further consideration by the examiner, 37 CFR 1 .142(b), as being drawn to a 
non-elected invention. Claim 10 should be canceled in view of expediting the prosecution. 



4. Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected invention, the 
inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one or more of the 
currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim remaining in the

Double Patenting 

6. The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created doctrine 
grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the unjustified or 
improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent and to prevent possible 
harassment by multiple assignees. A nonstatutory obviousness-type double patenting rejection 
is appropriate where the conflicting claims are not identical, but at least one examined 
application claim is not patentably distinct from the reference claim(s) because the examined 
application claim is either anticipated by, or would have been obvious over, the reference 
claim(s). See, e.g.. In re Berg, 140 F.3d 1428, 46 USPQ2d 1226 (Fed. Cir. 1998); In re 
Goodman, 1 1 F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re LongU 759 F.2d 887, 225 
USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 1982); In re 
VogeU 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970); and In re Thorington, 418 F.2d 528, 163 
USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compHance with 37 CFR 1.321(c) or 1.321(d) may 
be used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double patenting 
ground provided the conflicting application or patent either is shown to be commonly owned 
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with this application, or claims an invention made as a result of activities undertaken within the 
scope of a joint research agreement. 

Effective January 1, 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a terminal 
disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 37 CFR 
3.73(b). 

7. Claims 1-9 are provisionally rejected on the ground of nonstatutory obviousness-type 
double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-12 of copending Application No. 
10/564,913. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably distinct 
from each other because it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to 
recognize the claimed optical scanning device of the present application would equally 
applicable to an information carrier of the copending application which comprises at least one 
information layer. The particular type of detecting means and generating means utilized would 
have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art in view of meeting different design 
requirements and achieving the particular desired performance. 

This is a provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection because the conflicting 
claims have not in fact been patented. 



8. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Terao et al (6,977,883) is cited for disclosing an information recording medium 
having a pair of electrodes. Van Der Mark (US 2006/0152789) is cited for disclosing multi-stack 
roUed-up information carrier.
